OKINAWA, July 6. — (AP) — + 
Geisha girls imported to enter- | 
tain Japanese soldiers have a new 
job—working as nurses in civilian 
hospitals. Medical officials said 
they make excellent nurses. 

“We like this work very much 
and everybody is nice to us,” the 
leader of 14 Geishas told me. 

“When the invasion started, I 
told all my girls they were free 
to marry or leave me, but they all 
decided to stay with me.” 

She said that she and her hus- 
band, now a Japanese slave lab- 
orer, paid 8,000 yen each for the 
girls, bringing 50 to the Ryukyus 
six months ago from Japan to 
Koréa. 

“In the months we worked here, 
some of the girls made enough 
money to pay me back, so they 
no longer are mine,” their leader 
related. 

“We worked in Naha until 
March, putting on singing and 
dancing shows every night. The 
girls sold tickets to the show for 
any money the soldier wanted to 
pay.” 

When the invasion opened on 
Easter Sunday, the Geishas be- 
gan moving south, hiding in caves 
by day and fleeing by night. Each 
carried a sack of rice. They had 
to leave behind trunks full of el- 
aborate costumes. 

Unlike the Okinawans, the 
Geishas used heavy make-up. 
One wore a pretty silk dress. 
The leader of the Geishas, short, 
slender and attractive, wore a 
blue slack suit and a pearl neck- 
lace. 

“When the war is over,” she 
said, “I will find my husband 
and go back to Japan or Korea. 
We will live quietly and not buy 
more Geisha girls.”

Counting hard-sand taxi- 
ways, the airfields will have an 
area equal to 400 miles of a two- 
lane highway. 

TO SURPRISE JAPS 

Mayo won't tell the date when the 
build-up of Okinawa will be fin- 
ished.

Edmonton's city engineer has reported 
that the preparation of a considerable part 
of this city’s $17,567,000 post-war con- 
struction program has been set back be- 
cause of inability to secure the technical 
assistance to draft preliminary plans and 
make necessary surveys. 

It is conceivable that technical assist- 
ance is at a premium and that the diffi- 
culty does exist as the engineer describes. 
But it is inconceivable that such a short- 
age could completely hamstring a program 
which must have been in the view of the 
city authorities for a full five years. 

A large staff is doubtless necessary to 
draft plans and make surveys in a short 
period of time. But even a skeleton staff 
could have drafted those plans and made 
those surveys over the five years during 
which civic officials must have known that 
the war would end some day and that new 
construction would have to take place. 

The city authorities bring a grave 
charge of neglect against themselves when 
they ask Edmonton people to believe that 
the post-war construction program is of 
guch recent conception. 

The situation is aggravated by the con- 
sciousness of Edmonton citizens that this 
city is incredibly shabby and down-at-heel. 

Satisfactory street paving is almost 
non-existent. Sidewalks are falling to 
pieces. Some of the schools are in a deplor- 
able state. And slum conditions prevail, 
where parks should be flourishing, in the 
very heart of the business district. 

This is not a state of affairs to which 
our men and women who have served over- 
seas should be asked to return. It is not a 
state of affairs which encourages the es- 
tablishment of homes—that greatest of all 
civic assets. 

And then civic officials ask us to be- 
lieve that post-war construction must be 
Gslayed because it is impossible to get 
eatra staff to do work which could have 
been done by regular staff over the past 
five years if the city hall had possessed 
any foresight at all. 

Edmonton's waning confidence in the 
city authority will only be restored in pro- 
portion to the manner in which that auth- 
ay finds a way out of this alleged diffi- 
culty.

Custody that will ex- 
tend to continuous control over their pro- 
ductive industry, as well as over the organ- 
ization and size of the “police’’ forces 
which they will certainly claim to be neces- 
sary to preserve internal peace and order. 

It is not at all a question of doing to 
these nations what they did to others, nor 
of adding in this way to the penalties 
otherwise imposed upon them. It is simply 
a matter of insuring the rest of the world 
that there will be no “come back” in the 
shape of another global war, motivated 
by revenge for the frustration of the Axis 
drive for mastery. . 

The testing time will come ten or 
twenty years from now, when the wartime 
fever has died out of the Allied peoples and 
pacifist preaching and propaganda have 
dimmed their present vivid conception of 
Nazi fiendishness and Jap treachery.

All Others Are Sovereign 
States With No True In- 


dependent Foreign Policy 
By EDGAR ANSEL MOWRER 
This post-war world is under- 
standable only to the extent to 
which we realize that actually only 
three states remain independent. 
All the others are sovereign in 
much the same sense as the “sov- 
ereign state of Rhode Island”—that 
is, sovereign internally. But true 
independence is not only internal. 
An essential attribute of true in- 
dependence is an independent for- 
eign policy. Only three states—the 
U.S.A. the Soviet Union and Great 
Britain are today in a position to 
carry out any such policy.

Switzerland has so far escaped 
somebody's overlordship by crouch- 
ing as inconspicuously within its 
neutral mountains as a turtle within 
its shell.

Enemy countries like Germany 
and Japan will presumably be de- 
prived of their independence for a 
long time by joint Big Three pres- 
sure. 

Turkey and Iran and Korea are 
disputed areas. So is Sweden. 

France and China are enigmas. 
The United Nations’ Charter, by 
giving these two nations permanent 
seats on the Security Council and a 
veto right on international action, 
clearly expected them to acquire 
true independence in the near 
future. Meanwhile Britain in Syria 
and Lebanon “rides” Frenchmen 
with more respect than if they were 
Greeks or Italians. Yet obviously 
the French will soon recover at 
least part of their former strength. 
An independent France might seek 
to impose an orbit of its own at the 
expense of Britain, or—if fearful of 
the Soviets — might merge with 
Britain into a sort of double star. 

In China, so long as there are 
two governments with separate 
armies, there can be no true sov- 
ereignty. Certainly, a strong 


/Union would put the fear of God 
linto the rest of the world. On the | 
other hand, a China that had split 
into two parts would cease to be a 
|power factor while becoming a prize | 
bone of contention. | 

Never before has any such con- 
lcentration of independence existed 
on this earth. And a trend toward 
farther concentration is unmistak- 
able. In a not too distant future, 
the entire earth may consist of 
just two rival states. Here is dan- | 
ger of a new and worse kind of 
war. 

Perhaps the delegations at San 
Francisco mistook political weather 
for change of political climate. Per- 
haps they exaggerate the perman- 
ence of the present trend. Perhaps 
|they underestimated the will of | 
‘certain proud European peoples to 
reacquire independence at almost 
jany cost.

\the task the trend confronts them | 
with. 

To meet such a danger—as they 
saw it—the delegates had only two 
remedies—to recommend the con- 
centration of all sovereignty into.
